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PHARMACEUTICAL PROGRESS. 


Bismuthum Resorcinicum is a powder of yellowish 
brown color. It contains about 4o per cent. of Bi,Q,. 


Bismuthum-Beta-Naphtolicum. — (C,,H,O), Bi, 
+Bi,O, occurs as a bright brown powder containing 
about 50 per cent Bi,O,. 


Calcium Sulfurosum, CaSO, + H,O.—A crystalline 
powder difficultly soluble in water. Used to advantage 
in acute tonsilitis. Internally it is administered in 
doses of 0.0075 to 0.03 grm. several times daily. 


Calcium Bisulphite Liquid is a colorless or 
slightly yellowish liquid, having a strong ordor ot sul- 
phurous acid. It is used in dilutions of 1:4 or 1:8 of 
water as a general, cheap and powerful antiseptic. 


Calcium Creasotinate.—A syrupy liquid contain- 
ing 50 per cent. of kresol, miscible in all proportions 
with water, and prepared by mixing athick milk of lime 
with crude kresol. Useful as a cheap disinfectant. 


Capilaria.—Capilaria 1s a light, finely porous mass, 
which on account of its porosity absorbs water to a 
remarkable: degree. It consists of silica, calcium sul- 
phate and magnesium carbonate.—Sud. D. Apoth.-Zett. 


Cocaine and Calomel Reaction.—A mixture of a 
cocaine salt with calomel turns gray upon moisten- 
ing the mixture or breathing upon it, owing to 
reduction of mercury. W. Lenz calls attention to the 
fact that pilocarpin hydrochloride produces the same 
reaction as the cocaine and more intensely.— 
Pharm, Centrh., xxxiv., p. 79. 


Bromopyrin (Monobromantipyrin), C,,H,,BrN,O, 
crystallizes from hot water in the form of white felty 
needles from hot alcohol as lustrous white needles. It 
is almost insoluble in cold water, difficultly soluble in 
hot water, readily soluble in alcohol, chloroform, etc. 
It melts at 114° C. It is used as an antipyretic. 


Ferric Acetate with Sulphuric’ Acid—On add- 
ing hydrochloric or nitricacids toa diluted solution of 
ferric acetate the color changes gradually to yellow al- 
though remaining clear. On the other hand addition 
of sulphuric acid produces a precipitate of insoluble 
basic ferric sulphate practically free from acetate, in 
which for each molecule of sulphuric acid 1 to 6 
molecules of ferric oxide is contained. Not all of the 
acetate is decomposed, but it is decomposed to a cer- 
tain extent.—Th. Salzer in Pharm. Centralhalle, xxxiv., 
p. 'gt. 

Oil of Amber.—In the British Medical Journal for 
April 1 Dr, William Murrell speaks of this substance 
as of value in flatulent dyspepsia and in hysteria ac- 
companie/ by globus, and cites Wood as stating that 
in hiccough it is probably the most efficient remedy 
except musk. It is given in dosesof from ten to 
twenty dro s. As to its external use, it enters into 
the composition of two old-fashioned remedies, 
Roche's embrocation and Haarlem oil, frictions of the 
spine and chest with ~hich are reputed very efficacious 
in whooping cough and in coughs. A good liniment, 
says Murrell, is made by mixing equal parts of oil of 
amber, spirit of camphor and spirit of hartshorn. 


Berberinum Sulfuricum Cryst. Solubile.—The or- 
dinary berberinum sulphate of commerce dissolves 
readi'y in boiling water only, in cold water with diffi- 
culty ; in alcohol it is practically insoluble. To meet 
the objections to the solubility of the above E. Merck 
hasgprepared a soluble berberin sulphate by alter- 
ing the percentage of sulphuric acid. Berberin is 
specially useful asa stomachic although it has found 
little favor thus far in general practice. Tujected 
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subcutaneously 0.002 grammes are said to produce 
intense contraction of the uterus. As a tonic and 
stomachic,especially in intestinal catarrh, berberin may 
be administered with advantage. 

Carpaine.—Van Ryn has studied this base which 
occurs in the Carica Papaya and finds (Archives Pharm.) 
that it is crystallisable,; very bitter, soluble in chloro- 
form or alcohol, but insoluble in water. It melts at 
119. 5° and is dextro-rotatory. The composition is 
represented by the formula C,,H,,NO,. Physiologi- 
cally, carpaine acts chiefly upon the heart, and v. 
Oefele has found that, with the exception of the 
caffeine group, it is the only substitute for digitalis 
which does not cause irritation or suppuration when 
administered hypodermically. The dose is from 6 milli- 
grammes to 1 centigramme daily for injection, or up to 
2 '4centigrammes internally, and the action is very rapid. 

Action of Piperidine in Mercurials.—R. Varet has 
investi rated the action of piperidine upon the halogen 
salts of mercury, and finds that it reduces them with 
extreme facility. With some difficulty, however, he 
was ableto prepare various compound salts. With 
mercuric chloride the base combined, forming a com- 
pound having the formula HgCl, 2C,H,,N. It occurs 
in white needles, which are somewhat unstable under 
the action of air and light, and are readily decomposed 
by heat, mercury being liberated. Bromide of mercury 
yielded the compound HgBr, 2 C,H,,N, which is very 
unstable and decomposed by water, yielding insolubie 
products. The cyanomercurate of piperidine, HgCy,, 
2 C,H,,N, melts at 85°, a yellowish liquid resulting 
without the occurrence of any decomposition. On 
cooling, a crystalline mass of fine needles results, which 
dissolves in water without formation of insoluble prod- 
ucts. The iodomercurate, HglI,,2C,H,,N, is more 
stable than the chloro and bromo-mercurates. The 
general action of piperidine upon mercurous salts is to 
decompose them into metallic mercury and mercuric 
salts, which enter into combination with the base 
(Compt. Rend , cxv., 880).

Detection of Fixed in Volatile Oils. 


A foreign writer says that in testing volatile oils 
the adulteration of fatty oils, resins, etc., is the clum- 
siest of all adulterations and can be detected without 
much difficulty. 

The test is based upon the fact that nearly all vola- 
tile oils are soluble in strong alcohol, which is not the 
case with fatty oils, the only exception being castor 
oil, which is soluble in alcohol and is therefore most 
frequently used for the adulteration of volatile oils. 

To detect the presence of a fatty oil place a drop of 
the suspected sample upon white paper and expose it 
for a short time toheat. If it evaporates completely 
the oil is pure. But frequently a transparent stain 
remains with old oils without their being adulterated, 
which is due to resin formed by the absorption of 
oxygen and remaining dissolved in the oil. In this case 
a transparent ring is generally formed by the concen- 
tration of the resin on the edges of the stain. 

If no tangible results are obtained by this test, pour 
a few cubic centimeters of the oil upon a watch glass 
and heat it very slowly upon a piece of sheet iron 
until all the odor has disappeared. If the watch glass 
becomes empty in a short time nothing but volatile 
oil was present, but if a viscous residue remains this 
may consist either of fatty oils or resin, or of both. 

Treat the residue with strong alcohol; if it dissolves 
it may be resin or castor oil. Dilute the solution with 
much water; a white flocculent turbidity indicates 
resin ; the separation of an oily liquid, after standing, 
castor oil. If the residue remains undissolved it con- 
sists of a fatty oil, generally oil of almond or olive. 
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The presence of castor oil can be accurately deter- 
mined by bringing the residue from the watch glass into 
a test tube by means of a glass rod and compounding 
it with a few drops of nitric acid. A strong develop- 
ment of gas takes place, after the cessation of which 
solution of soda is added as long as there is any sign 
of effervescence. If the added fatty oil was castor oil 
the contents of the test-tube will show a peculiar odor 
due to cenanthylic acid formed by the action of nitric 
acid upon castor oil.

Characteristics of Piperazine. 


W. Majert and A. Schmidt are the authors ofa re- 
cent paper on the characteristics of piperazine com- 
municated to the Chemical News. The text of their 
communication is as follows : 


Erroneous statements have appeared in several mod- 
ern text books regarding the physical and chemical 
characters of piperazine, C,H,,N,, which have been con- 
fused with those ascribed by A. W. Von Hofmann and 
by Landenburg to the impure substances of like com- 
position discovered by them and termed respectively 
diethylenediamine and ethyleneimine or diethylene- 
diimine. Our attention has been directed to the fact 
that this misunderstanding has partly arisen froma 
misconstruction of our views (Ber., 1890, 3719) as to 
the identity of these substances; we, therefore, desire 
to correct this impression. 

Piperazine, which was not known in its pure crys- 
talline condition until prepared by us in August, 1890, 
by treatment of dinitrosodiphenylpiperazine with 
alkali, is a crystalline substance melting at 104-107° 
in capillary tubes, although when the melting point is 
determined on large quantities it is found to be 112°, 
the difference being due to the hygroscopic nature of 
the base. It b ils at 140-145°. It isvery readily sol- 
uble in water and alcohol, the aqueous solution 
having a distinctly alkaline action. It is very hygro- 
scopic and readily absorbs carbon dioxide, being there- 
by convegged into the carbonite melting at 162-165”. 

Piperazine is especially characterized by the form- 
ation of an insoluble pomegranate red double salt 
with bismuth iodide and by a dibenzoyl compound 
melting at rg1°. 

The basic substance diethylenediamine prepared by 
Hofmann by the interaction of ammonia and ethylene 
bromide consisted of a iquid mixture of bases boiling 
approximately at 170°. That this mixture contained a 
small quantity of a base identical with piperazine is 
undoubted, but it was only after piperazine had been 
prepared from dinitrosodiphenylpiperazine that Hof- 
mann succeeded in identifying it and isolating the pure 
crystalline product from the mixture, which, besides 
higher ethylene bases, contained also a number of vinyl 
compounds. 

Owing to the difficulty of purifying small quantities 
of the base, Ladenburg’s experiments with diethylene- 
diamine, obtained by the decomposition by heat of 
ethylenediamine hydrochloride, were unsuccessful. 
The product described by Ladenburg as the base was 
undoubtedly impure piperazine carbonate, as proved 
by its melting point, 159-163°. 

In conclusion, it mav be interesting to mention that 
we have succeeded in preparing the following series of 
hydrates of piperazine, that most readily formed being 
a hexhydrate which crystallizes from dilute aqueous 
solutions :

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The American Pharmacy trom a 
German Standpoint. 


Carl Weber, Jr., son of the former 
apothecary to the unfortunate Maximilian of 
Mexico. writes to the Vienna Pharma- 
ceutische Post from Chicago, giving his 
Austrian and German colleagues some points 
on the manners and customs of the United 
States and preparatory to a series of letters 
on the Columbian Exposition. He 
incidentally depicts the American phar- 
macy as it strikes him as follows: 

“ They make a distinction in the United 
States between the so-called “ prescription 
drug store” and the “drug store.” The 
first are prepared to dispense prescriptions 
and the latter only to sell drugs or ready- 
made prescriptions. In this connection it 
may be remarked that the so-called Ameri- 
can pharmacy is the veriest grocery store. 
All articles for general use, such as shoe- 
polish, cigars, brushes and an innumerable 
variety of things, are sold here, and in many 
cities the pharmacist is at the same time 
the owner of a saloon or other business 

“In the temperance sections (that is, sec- 
tions in which no spirituous liquors may be 
sold) the pharmacist uses more whiskey 
than many regular whiskey dealers, and 
the pharmacy is seldom conducted as a 
true pharmacy in the sense understood by 
us. There is however no rule without an 
exception. There are pharmacists here 
which are conducted carefully along the 
lines of the European model. 

“We live in theland of liberty and 
every man may do as he will. No one 
cares what the pharmacist makes and sells 
and there is no governmental supervision. 
In order to satisfy myself on this point I 
recently purchased 5 gr. of morphine, 
which was unhesitatingly handed out to 
me, only the young man whom I found in 
the store first had to look up morphine to 
see what it really was.”
